MEMORANDl  M  FOR  THE  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 

1.  Apportionment  for  the  General  Conference  Budget — 
Louisiana  $4,500. 

2.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  Administrative  Committee 
on  Missions,  the  Executive  Committee  recommends  that  you 
appoint  two  of  your  number  to  serve  as  a  medium  through 
which  the  various  Boards  of  the  Church  shall  operate  in 
special  presentation  of  their  work  in  Annual  Conference; 
one  of  these  to  represent  the  Educational  and  Young  Peo- 
ple's interest  and  one  the  Missionary  interests.  They  shall 
also  care  for  these  interests  in  the  Conference  throughout 
ihe  year,  in  Institutes,  Summer  Conferences,  District  Meet- 
ings, etc.  The  Executive  Committee  designates  Rev.  A.  G. 
Dixon,  D.  D.,  General  Secretary  of  the  Young  People  s  Work, 
in  whom  these  several  representatives  shall  head  up. 

3.  It  has  been  decided  to  hold  a  joint  meeting  of  all  tho 
Boards  at  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  May  18  and  19,  1922.  To  this- 
meeting  it  is  desired  that  each  Annual  Conference  shall 
^end  at  least  two  representatives,  and  it  is  suggested  that 
(yne  of  these  be  a  layman  who  will  attend.  The  idea  ot  the 
meeting  is  to  have  a  rally,  inspirational  and  instructive,  of 
the  working  force?  of  the.  church.  Our  church  needs  t^ 
have  a  national  conference  of  comm.union  and  discussion 
oftener  than  once  in  four  years.  It  is  hoped,  thereiore, 
that  you  will  agree  to  send  delegates  and  provide  for  their 
expenses. 

4.  The  G^^neral  Conference  elected  a  president  as  a  lull 
time  officer.       He  has  filled  or.t  one  year  of  service  ivo  to 


July  1st,  1921.  Tt  has  cost  the  church  for  salary  $5,000, 
and  for  expenses  $1,153.01.  It  is  so  new  to  us  that  it  seems 
wise  to  take  the  sense  of  the  Annual  Conferences  on  it. 
The  President  of  the  General  Conference,  therefore,  would 
be  glad  to  have  your  expression  as  to  whether  this  full  time 
arrangement  should  be  continued. 

5.  Out  of  the  meeting  held  at  Birmingham,  Ala.,  last 
March  came  a  suggestion  that  our  Annual  Conference  ses- 
sions would  be  improved  in  edification  if  one  day  of  the 
session  might  be  given  to  a  Young  People's  Convention. 
This  is  earnestly  presented  to  you  as  worthy  of  your  serious 
consideration.  This  suggestion  might  be  worked  with  the 
suggestion  numbered  two  above.

It  is  conceded  that  a  progressive  age  and  more  effi- 
cient men  and  women  are  needed  in  all  walks  of  life  in 
order  to  make  them  go  forward. 

No  community,  no  people,  no  organized  body  politically 
or  religiously,  will  ever  rise  higher  than  the  institution 
in  its  midst  and  as  a  Methodist  Protestant  people  we  will 
not  make  more  progress  than  the  several  untis  which  com- 
pose or  make  up  the  whole  body. 

Each  and  every  minister  and  preacher  of  this  Confer- 
ence is  a  part  of  the  great  unit,  and  in  proportion  to  the 
labor  rendered  by  each,  let  it  be  efficient  or  inefficient,  so 
V7ill  it  effect  the  cause  for  which  we  stand. 

Never  before  in  our  religious  history  have  we  had  to 
meet  the  great  responsibilities  with  which  we  are  brought 
face  to  face.  In  order  to  make  the  progress  that  it  is  our 
privilege  and  duty  to  make,  and  for  that  reason  the  world 
is  demanding  educated  the  light,  and  unless  we  have  an  edu- 
cated ministry  we  cannot  meet  the  demands  and  expecta- 
tions of  the  people.

Section  1.  The  Conference  shall  be  opened  promptly 
on  the  day  and  time  appointed,  the  President  conducting 
the  Devotional  Services.  The  roll  shall  then  be  called,  after 
which  the  President  shall  read  the  Annual  Report. 

Sec.  2.  The  names  of  all  pastors  shall  then  be  called, 
and  as  their  names  are  called  they  shall  deposit  with  the 
Secretary  their  reports,  together  wath  monies  and  receipts 
for  collection,  which  shall  be  turned  over  to  committee  on 
pastors'  reports. 

Sec.  3.  On  assigning  the  floor  to  any  member  of  the 
Conference,  he  shall  distinctly  announce  the  member  to 
whom  it  is  assigned. 

Sec.  4.  All  motions  and  resolutions  shall  be  \vritten,  if 
the  President  and  Secretary  request. 

Sec.  5.  When  a  m.otion  is  seconded  or  a  resolution  in- 
troduced and  seconded,  or  a  report  presented,  and  is  read 
by  the  Secretay  or  stated  by  the  President,  it  shall  be 
deemed  in  the  possession  of  the  Conference  any  time  before 
the  amendment  or  decision. 

Sec.  6.  All  motions  to  postpone  or  lay  on  the  table 
shall  be  taken  without  debate. 

Sec.  7.  No  new  motion  or  resolution  shall  be  entertained 
until  the  one  under  consideration  has  been  disposed  of, 
which  may  be  done  by  adopting  or  rejecting,  unless  one 
of  the  following  otions  shall  intervene,  which  are  placed 
namely:  First,  mdefinite  postponement;  Second,  laying  on 
the  table ;  Third,  referred  to  a  committee :  Fourth,  postpone- 
ment to  a  given  time;  Fifth,  substitute;  Sixth,  amendment, 
A  substitute  or  amendment  may  be  amended. 

Sec.  8.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate, 
or  to  deliver  any  matter  to  the  Conference,  he  shall  arise 
and  respectfully  address  the  President,  but  shall  not  proceed 
until  recognized  by  him. 

Sec.  9  No  m.ember  shall  be  interrupted  while  speaking 
except  by  the  President,  to  call  him  to  order  when  he  de- 
parts from  the  question  or  uses  personalities,  or  disre- 
spectful language;  but  any  member  may  call  the  attention 
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of  the  President  to  the  subject  when  he  deems  a  speaker  out 
of  order,  and  any  member  may  explain  when  he  thinks 
himself  misrepresented. 

ec.  10,  When  a  member  wishes  to  speak  to  a  question 
of  privilege  he  shall  briefly  state  the  question ;  but  it  shall 
not  be  in  order  for  him  to  proceed  until  the  President  shall 
have  decided  it  a  privileged  question. 

Sec.  11.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the 
same  question,  nor  more  than  five  minutes  at  one  time, 
v/ithout  leave  of  the  Conference ;  nor  shall  any  person  speak 
more  than  once  until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  have 
spoken;  provided,  however,  that  the  mover  of  a  resolution, 
or  a  committee  making  a  report,  shall  in  all  cases  be  enti- 
tled to  five  minutes  to  close  the  debate. 

Sec.  12.  When  a  motion  or  resolution  shall  have  been 
acted  upon  by  the  Conference,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any 
memiber  who  voted  with  the  prevailing  side  to  move  a  re- 
consideration, but  a  motion  to  reconsider  is  a  non-debatable 
motion,  and  must  be  decided  without  debate. 

Sec.  13,  No  person  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Con- 
ference without  leave,  unless  he  is  sick  and  unable  to  attend. 

Sec.  14,  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  any 
question  who  is  not  within  the  bar  when  such  question  is 
put  by  the  President,  except  by  leave  of  the  Conference, 
when  he  shall  have  been  necessarily  absent. 

Sec.  15.  Every  member  who  is  in  the  bar  at  the  time 
the  quest-on  is  put  shall  give  his  vote  unless  the  Confer- 
ence for  special  reasons  excuse  him. 

Sec.  16.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  to  call 
for  the  ayes  and  nays  on  any  question  before  the  Confer- 
ence, and  if  the  call  be  sustained  by  one-third  of  the  mem  - 
bei'H!  present,  the  vote  thereon  shall  be  taken  by  the  ayes 
and  nays. 

Sec,  17.  It  shall  be  in-order  to  move  the  question  be 
taken  without  further  debate  on  any  m^easure  pending  be- 
fore the  Conference,  except  in  cases  where  character  is 
involved 
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Sec.  18,  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order, 
and  shall  be  decided  wit|^out  debate. 

Sec.  19.  The  President  shall  appoint  the  chairman  of 
committees  on  subjects  of  general  interest  and  notify  isaid 
chairman  of  his  appointment  at  least  ten  days  before  each 
session  of  Conference. 

Sec,  20.  The  committee  on  examination  shall  be  ap- 
pointed one  year  in  advance,  and  meet  at  next  Annual  Con- 
ference one  day  prior  to  convening  of  that  body,  and  that 
the  undergraduates  meet  said  committee  for  the  purpose 
of  being  examined  in  their  studies. 
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
